Should Duclriro For a TuHB CommlMlon. 
WASHISOTON-, An'g. 13.—"The more 


thought I give to the tariff question," 
said Senator Sherman. 'Sunday night, 
"the more firmly am I convinced that 
the true solution, and the only one 
that will bring comfort to the business 
community antl adequate revenue to 
the govern in cut, is to take the whole 
matter out of polities and place the 
malting of tariff laws in the hands of a 
non-partisan commission." 


"Hut 
would not congress revise and1] 


perhaps overthrow the work of a tariff 
commission, as they did in the *caso of 
the Olliver commission?" Seuntbr Sher- 
man was asked. 


"That is precisely the danger to 


guard against,"said he. "Some device 
must be hit upon which shall make the 
work of a commission final. My no- 
tion is that this can be'dbne in one >vny 
only. Let the republican party declare 
in its platform, in 1800,-thot it is in 
favor of putting nn enu to tariff agita- 
tion by the nppoiutmeut of a non-par- 
tisan commission of experts to draft a 
bill, which it promises shall he passed 
by congress without revision or Im- 
portiiut amendment. The next con- 
gress will be republican probably, and, 
if it is, the party will have an oppor- 
tunity to appoint a commission which 
will give to our people a tariff law 
which w*ill satisfy the country, for 
ma 113- years. 


"If a fair, honest bill is made levy- 


ing an average rate of duty of aubiit 
;is percent.—except upon Bomc of the 
luxuries where it might be 50 per cent. 
or more, and making the duties specific 
when practicable—it will receive the 
support of the majority of the people 
nnd business will quickly adjust itself 
to it, and there will be no more peri- 
ods of uncertainty, for public sentimcut 
will be strongly opposed to any further 
changes in the tariff law. 


"The 
Ollivereommission prepared an 


excellent tariff bill but congress de- 
stroyed it. I think it will be an easy 
mntter to get a commission that will 
draft a scientific, honest, satisfactory 
law along protection lines, and if the 
country is once given such a law, I am 
sure it will not tolerate any consider- 
able alterations in it. We shall have a 
welcome and much needed period of 
freedom from change and heated, dis- 
cussion of this subject, and business 
will respond favorably and quickly to 
the new^conditions."

It is, to say the least of-i*, 
distressing intelligence to be officially 
informed that at the commencement of 
the present year there were in OUT 
midst («,t)ii7 lunatics, idiots, and per- 
sons of unsound mind, a number 2,245 
in excess of the returns of the previous 
year, and making the largest total of 
those, nfllictcd in this way as yet offi- 
cially recorded, 


Tlie increase is reported to have been 


fairly general throughout England and 
Wales, though what is known as the 
county of London is shown to be pro- 
viding for 1,800 more pauper lunatics 
than were accommodated during; the 
pruviousyear. The gravity of this an- 
nouncement is, to a certain extent, dis- 
counted when the corresponding in- 
crease in the population is taken into 
account, tho ratio being one insane 
person in ;il(i for the year under notice, 
as compared with one in 331 during' the? 
previous year. It would, however, have 
been far more, satisfactory had it bceij- 
possible to record even the slightest 
decrease. What can be the reason for 
the increase? Is il the Primrose league, 
the .labcn llalfour swindles, the weath- 
er, or the Nonconformist conscience?
